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REMARKS 

Summary of the Claims 

With the present Office Action, claims 1-37 were pending in the 
application. Claims 1-28 and 32-37 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103. 
Claims 29-31 were allowed. With the present Amendment, claim 29 has been 
amended and claims 1-28 and 32-37 have been canceled. The Applicant 
reserves the right to pursue all cancelled claims in a future filed and related 
application. 

After entry of the above amendments, claims 29-31 will be pending in the 
application and are believed to be in condition for allowance as evidenced by the 
reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter provided in the Office 
Action 1 . The Applicant thanks Examiner Addy for the indication of allowable 
subject matter. 

Telephone Interview Summary 

A telephone interview was conducted on January 29, 2009 between 
Examiner Addy and the Applicant's representative Jonathan Paulis. The 
Applicant's representative thanks Examiner Addy for her time and consideration 
during the Interview. 

During this interview the Applicant's representative pointed out a 
typographical error in claim 29, namely, the term "switching station" should read 
"bridging station", and requested that Examiner Addy agree to enter a claim 
amendment to fix that error. Examiner Addy agreed to enter the amendment. 
Examiner Addy also agreed that the amendment would not change the scope of 
the claim and, accordingly, the amendment would not require further 
consideration and/or search. 

The Applicant respectfully submits that the claims are in condition for 
allowance and notice to that effect is respectfully requested.
